Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed March 16, 2007 has been cross-out 
and not considered because it is a duplicate of the IDS filed April 3, 3006, which has 
been considered and made of record. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because in figures 1 and 3, the figure legend must 
be presented in the same orientation as the figure itself. The figure legends ("Fig. 1" 
and "Fig. 2") are oriented in portrait and the figures are oriented in landscape with 
respect to the drawing sheet. 

The drawings are objected to because in the tables presented in figures 2a-2c 
and 4a-4c: 

It is not clear what the term "Pkt." is meant to signify. 

The term "Abweichung" must be translated into English. 

In all of the number values in the tables, the comma in the number must be 
replaced with a decimal point to properly convey the value set forth. For instance, the 
value expressed in figure 4a by "9,5190" must be changed to - -9.5190- -. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. 
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Drawing figures 1 and 3 do not show the points on the rim profile which would 
correspond to the coordinates Xi, X 2 , X 3 , X4, Yi, Y 2 , Y 3> and Y 4 set forth in claims 1 , 2, 
8, and 9. 

Therefore, the points on the rim profile which correspond to the coordinates X1, 
X 2 , X 3 , X4, Y1, Y 2 , Y 3 , and Y 4 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). 

No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

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Specification 

The specification is objected to because in the tables added to page 3 in the 
preliminary amendment the comma in the numbers in the tables must be replaced with 
a decimal point to properly convey the value set forth. For instance, the value 
expressed by "0,426" must be changed to - -0.426- -. 

The word "approximately" should be spelled out in line 20 of page 5 and line 2 of 
page 7. There is no reason for this abbreviation. 

On page 6, the sentence in lines 20-22 appears to be incomplete. It appears that 
maybe a comma should be inserted after "diameter" in line 20. 

The measurements set forth in lines 27-31 should be corrected in the manner as 
those on page 5 were corrected in the amendment to the specification filed April 3, 
2006. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1,2,8, and 9 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

The drawings are objected to because in the tables presented in claims 1, 2, 8, 
and 9, the comma in the numbers in the tables must be replaced with a decimal point to 
properly convey the value set forth. For instance, the value expressed by "4,1 89" in 
claim 1 must be changed to - -4.189- -. 

In line 3 of claim 2 a parentheses is opened but not closed later in the claim. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references show railway wheel rim profiles. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the formal matters noted 

above.
